Hear Pather and .Mother: 

Was glad to hear of your health be- 
ing ao good. That la the flrat thing I 
alwaya look for when I get a letter 
from home, is to see if you are all 
well. I am well and feeling pretty 
good right now. We are getting three 
meals a day now, and pretty good ones 
Massie is cook yet and I haven't seen 
Dutch for^two weeks. He can't stand 
the music T guesa. He la back taking 
.are of some rations, 
riie reason I don't write much Is, I 
don t always have the i>aper, and 
sometimes when we are In the lines 
we can't send mall out. Today I 're- 
ceived your letter of Sept. 30. 1 was 
in my house (as we call Itj reading 
the N. Y. Herald that had been drop- 
ped from an airplane for l]v hoys to 
read, and I stopped reading the paper 
at once to read the letter from home. 

Well, I must tell you about our lit- 
tle house. We have dug In on a steep 
ill. My friend, .Martin Itandolph. and 
I have dug a hole and framed it up 
•ith boards and shutter-halves to keep 
the rain out. We have 8 blankets for 
our bad, and have candle lights, so we 
keep plenty warm at night. Once In 
while' the Roche shell a little around, 
liut not doing any damage. The g,aa 
larm Is ringing now down In the 
alley, but we are on the high hill and 
I don't think the gas can reach us. If 
does we have ^ood gas masks and 
some guards out.

Received your letter of November 
tonight while I was going through Ihe 
mesa line.

Well, today I got a fine young buck 
deer. He liad two little short horns, 
and I kept hia horns for a souvenir.

This 
time aumming up all the skill 1 knew,

I started out in a ilifTercr^t di- I 
l ection on account of the wind this j 
morning, keeping myself on tits lee I

I got well out in the woods .ind ran 1 
riKlit upon one do.v It havlrg ilie I 
better eyes, was flyini; off the earth i 
through the thick buslu s before I knew 
It. So I went around the ridge about 
three miles, and slipped up the highest 
hill around where there was an old 
deep rock quarry that had not been 
worked lor year. Si.niding there look- 
ing around for whatever I could see. 
straight across the deep quarry about 
150 yards I spied the young buck's 
cotton tail. He waa feeding around 
over there at the edge of the quarry. 
I leveled down oi^ him and misaed. 
thinking I had wounded it. I bad to 
go around about half mile to get to it. 
I allpped up again and found him a 
little waya off in tile thick bruah. - I 
leveled my old snipers fuse and missed 
again. The third time 1 got him. a 
shot tearing a hole through him as big 
as both my iHUids.

The following letter from Capt. O. 

C. Roberaon to his eouxln, Mrs. Bam- 
mie Perrell Clark will be interesting to 
many Extern Kentucky friends. Dr. 
Roberson Is the son of Jas. M. Rober- 
Bon, formerly uf Hlkevllle. He was 
praetieing at Thurmond, W. Va., when 
he' enlisted In the medical corps; 

Kel.inary 8, 1919 
Dear Sammlo: 

You can't Imagine what an agreeable 
surprise It was when I opened the let- 
ter and found your card with Xmas 
greeting. Just seeing your name re- 
calls old times and many happy days 
Hpi'iit Willi family. HaH been nv.oi 
Hinre I liave seen any of you and of 
eourse there are great changes alnce 
thoae happy daya. 

VlBlted PIkevllle in July after war 
was declare. I (1917). Spent a day and 
niKbt Willi 'i'huriimn afid the olil folkn 
lown on the farm. Want lo vIhU the 
old Hiamplng grounds aKabi sometime 
and have a real nshlng trip vjilh Abe 
and Thurnian'and UlcU. 

Well, have had ifulte an Interesting 
experience aince landing here. Inter- 
emum 111 more ways than oin-. Ijunkd 
In t:ngland tha fith of June. Had a 
very quiet voyage. With the exception 
at the third day out from shore, when 
wa weff attacked by three submarines, 
bilt they didn't do us any damage. The 
eommander of tbe convoys claims to 
liavi Hvink two of the submarines. I 
un't Nuy us I didn't see any signs. 
We had 17 large boat* in our convoy 
a* first and were met on the way over 
b> 10 destroyers. Altogether It made 
qivie an ImponlnK Bi" > taiic Almi llii' 
bi.tlle with the suVm was very hut and 
llv< ly. lOverybody waa on deck watch- 
Inu and the very strange part of it was 
that no one seemed scored. I suppose 
at the time we didn't realize our dan- 
KiT being Inlerested In the battle. 
W illi ti w.l.t all the bi'tter lor uh. U'e 
were In the north of Franco with the 
Krllixb army until »bout the 15th of 
luly, being In support in the rear of 
ArriiH, The Hrltlsb were exiiertlnj; Ihe 
(ierinans to attack aomewhi ii' in that 
area, ho we were held there In reserve, 
to be !>liov.d In anywhere we were 
needed. Tbe attack did not come oR. 
so we were rushed south to the St. 
Mlhiel sector and joined the American 
army there. Tlie llrnt time we had 
been Willi Amerlrans since landing. 
Were In the til. Mthlel light until Oct. 
4th. Had a very warm and lively time 
there, lost lots of men. My assistant 
was killed the second day up. Were 
constantly under shell (Ire and other 
thin^H In proportion for three weeks 

W then pulled out and marched 75 

kiloineteis (about 66 mllvsj witnoui 
alaep or rest and aant to the Argonno 
i.y way of lorries. We rested four 
days and went into the Ar(,-onne flulit 
where we had a very, very lively time. 
( »ur casualtlea here were very heavy. 
.Nil use lellini; you about this, since 
you must have road all you want to 
know about It in 'the papers. Suffice 
to say we cleaned up on the OermaoN. 
had him hOllowln.i; "Knmerad" and he 
was gOtnc for hlH own ilcar I'atlierlaiul 
aa Tost as his legs would carry him. 
when tbe armlstloe stopped everythinK 
We would like t« have gotten a crack 
at him in some of his own towns, but 
it's best I suppose that It ended so 
soon. l,ots of our boys are comtOR 
back that would not have done ho. of 
course our only thoughts and talk now 
are of getting home. The boys feel 
that their Job over here la flnished and 
want to be nent home quick, but am 
very much afraid Home will have to 
Hiay i|UHe awhile TbliiKS are not set- 
tled here by any iiieanH. Of course we 
fi i l that (Jermuny Is so ti..d up by tho 
.iiinlstlee that It would be stiicide for 
h. r to try and sWrt something again, 
wliicli It renlly would, but you can't 
trust tlie Hun out of your sl^-lil. W< 
Imve lilm tlwl up now and want to 
li," l> him that wiiy until It's safe to 
let him loose again. 

rersonaliy 1 am coming home soon 
Am at present in a baae hoepiui for 

lli.il purpose. Have to have an openi- 
tlon in the nose, which they are noi 
doliiK on Ibis side now so am beiiiB 
returned to the sUtca for that purpose, 
after which will be discharged from 
the service. 

Am anxious to get' back to my pri- 
vsle work analn. Had a Rood practice, 
a Riiuil home and a good wife; waa 
bard to leave it ail, but felt It my duty 
to do so. And am very glad I did. The 
work back home was very hard, roads 
bad In winter. Have decided not to 
practice there any morc, but haven't 
Uceidid where I'll BO- Someplace 
where llicic ale tood ronds anyhow.

Would ceiiainly be glad to see you all 
again. Iluve seen Ethel and family 
several times. My very best to all tln' 
family.
